REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the closest prior art of record, Melrose et al. (WO 96/38186), Melrose 
(WO 00/03723) and Harris et al. (US 2002/0127207), because the prior art do not teach 
or fairly suggest a reaction time of 1 to 170 hours. Applicant's Table 9 in the instant 
specification demonstrates that at temperatures greater than 60° the preparation time 
for instantly claimed polymeric antimicrobial, for which a biocidal kill time is less than 10 
minutes, is significantly reduced from 1400 hours to 1-170 hours.
